On several occasions, he had a conversation with an 
Indian male, who is a member of the Assault team and this 
individual told him he had attended a guerrilla warfare school 
run by the Weatherman in the State of New Mexico. The length 
of the school was sight weeks. - 


- Weatherman, formerly a 
faction of Students for a Democratic 
Socity (SDS) controlled the SDS National 
Office from June, 1969, until its 
closing in February, 1970. Weatherman 
then entered an underground status and 

- adopted a tactic of "strategic sabotage," 
witn police and military installations 
designated as primary targets. 


On one occasion, he overheard a4 conversation where 
a discussion was held concerning thoughts to form the National 
Militant Organization. This national organization would be 
organized along the guidelines of those used at Wounded Knee, 
South Dakota. The geographical, areas would be called battalion 
areas and they would be located as follows: 


1. Minnesota and Wisconsin 

2. Washington and Oregon 

3. Ohio and Michigan j 

l. New Mexico, Arizona and California 
5. Omaha ~ Scottsbluff 

6. Golorado 


Formulating school milk programs such as sponsored by 
the Black Panthers was also mentioned during this conversation. 


Attempts were made to enlist support from the Chicano 
Movement headquarters in Denver, Colorado. However, there was 
strong antagonism between the Indians and the Chicanos at 
Wounded Knee, South Dakota.

DENNIS BANKS and RUSSELL MEANS both sat next to 
each other and were engaged in serious discussion. They did 
not accept meal service although MEANS did have a cup of 
coffee. MEANS did most of the talking and was wearing 
traditional Indian dress. 


LEONARD CROW DOG and CLYDE BELLECOURT sat together. 
RAMON ROUBIDEAUX and RON PETITE sat together. 


Two additional unknown males also appeared to be 
part of the AIM group. The first is described as white, 
male, 6" 1", sandy shoulder-length hair with a bald spot, 
40 years old, 190 pounds, sloppy dress. The second individual 
had dark hair, dark skin, grey hair with a grey beard, 5' 10", 
155 pounds, about 45 years old, large nose, well dressed, 
smoking a pipe. 


All the above individuals got off the aircraft at 
Denver, Colorado, and contact was lost at the airport. 
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
